WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Conditions 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. 
and Changes. 


Market Reports. 
Outlook. 


‘‘Rain, rain, go away and come back another day,’’ about 
expresses the sentiments of every one in this section, and mest 
of the other sections, too. There has hardly been a day since 
the month of June set in that we have not had a rain, in fact 
the only day without its tears was that of the 16th, we believe, 
and it has become a source of trouble. There has been decidedly 
too much. It has interfered with the planting of tomato plants 
and such other crops as have yet to go into the ground, and its 
effect cannot be calculated until late in the fall when the harvest 
It is unprecedented in its regularity, so 
much so that it has become a by-word with the people to speak 
of the rain as here again. But what seems more strange is that 
the conditions seem to govern in all sections ; the Government's 
crop reports showing rain or cloudy weather in all canning sec- 
tions, at least, though in some isolated sections the amount of 
rain has not possibly interfered with operations. 

The hordes of pea pickers can now be seen in the fields, and 
the crop is coming into the cauneries. Strange as it may seem 
the amount of extra fine peas obtained from the crop now com- 
ing in is reported smaller than usual, though such weather as 
we have had should produce an extra large amount of finer, 
smaller peas. But here again is where calculations can easily 
go astray, for the rains have been so frequent and heavy that 
the pickers cannot get over the patches as rapidly as they should, 
and so the peas are not picked when in the best condition. 
Thus allowed to remain on the vines they become large and out 
of the class of extra fines. It would seem that the pea pack of 
Baltimere City at least would fall much below the normal this 
season, due rather to a disinclination on the part of the packers 
to put the goods up and hold them for the slow demand rather 
than to any lack of stock to work upon. It is noticeable that 
there are more peas on the hucksters’ wagons and stalls than 
have been seea for some years, and as a consequence the prices 
are low aud the consumption of the green goods in this manner 
is much larger. It need not be imagined from these remarks 
that the pea pack of 1909 will in consequence be a light one ; we

are rather inclined to believe the reverse, for the pack has by 
no means been made as yet. It is only speculation, of course, 
but we warrant there will be all the peas canned the market can 
take care of, ‘‘and then some,’’ to use the slang. 

Dismal reports are coming from the strawberry growers, on 
occount of the rains ; reports that say the crop has been consid- 
erably damaged and cut short. Certainly the quality of the 
berries has been injured and also the size ; though it has been a 
long time since we saw finer berries or more of them than are 
offered at verry low prices on the streets and in the markets. If 
the rains have cut this crop short the growers ought to sing a 
fervent Te Deum, for if this had not happened they would have 
been giving their berries away. The pack of this fruit has been 
lighter than might have been expected, and we hope has shown 
considerable improvement in the main, as to the amounts in the 
cans—we refer to the berries actually and not the juice. There 
are always some of course who will transgress as to the 
fill—we suppose they could not help it if they tried—but for the 
benefit of goods generally and for small fruits particularly, we 
hope the bulk of the pack has been made of well filled cans. 
There is certainly no excuse as to price or quantity this season, 
and we hope the slack fillers will receive their just deserts. 

In the general canned goods market business is reported 
dull, with inquiry apparently very plentiful, but actual orders 
few and far between. The buyers are evidently watching the 
market very closely and feeling its pulse frequently; but they 
seem to have become possessed of the idea that prices must 
still further decline, in face of the good returns from the crops 
so far handled, and so they refuse to part with their orders. It 
it is wonderful what a lack of hurry there is in this respect. 
No. 2 gooseberries have been reduced from 80c. and 85c. down 
to 7oc. and 8oc., which indicates nothing more than an effort 
to move them. Red raspberries have declined toc. for the 
standard No. 2 variety and are now quoted at 85c; and preserved 
red are quoted at $1.25 to $1.30,a reduction, Black raspberries 
are quoted at the same figures. No.1 preserved strawberries 
are now quoted at 60c. to 65c., a reduction of 5c.; standard 
No. 2 at the same figures, also a reduction. Extra standard 
are quoted at 85c., a reduction of roc.; and No. 2 preserved 
at goc., a reduction of 15c.; with extra preserved at $1.10 to 
$1.25. No. 10 are quoted at $3.50. 

Pineapples, too, have suffered a loss of a few points, though 
it is reported the demand for them is better than it has been, 
evidently the knowledge that the pack here this season is light, 
having its effects upon buyers. The amount of raw receipts 
here this spring is light as compared with other years, but the 
quality is better. The only changes noted are in No. 2 extra 
selected preserved which are now quoted $1.60 to $1.70, for 
both the sliced and grated. No.3 pie grated are quoted at 65c., 


in syrup at 7oc., and gallon pie grated are quoted at $1.90 to 
$2.00, also a reduction. 


Corn forms a contrast to this, for it is slightly firmer in 
prices and shows some improvement. No. 2 Harfoid County 


style is now quoted at 60c., an advance of 2%c.; and No. 2 
Evergreen shows a like advance and is now quoted at 6oc. to 
62%4c.; No. 2 Maine style is quoted at 57%c. to 60c. Buyers 
are evidently waking up to the situation on this staple, and 
realizing that it is now cheaper than they can hope to have 
it packed for. 

Tomatoes, too, have had their share of advance in prices, 
for No. 3 seconds show an advance of 2%c. and are now quoted 
at 6oc. to 62%c , and the demand for both spots and futures is 
much better by comparison. 1n fact, the outgo of spots re- 
cently has been a pleasing feature, and it is noticeable that the 
jobbers are speaking of them as about as cheap as anyone could 
expect them. 

Canners’ metals show no changes in their conditions, and 
prices are as we last quoted them. Other market quotations 
may be found on their regular pages. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, June 16.—Change in the market situation 
during the week just passed have not been numerous and have 
been chiefly in the direction of added inquiry rather than actual 
increase in sales. The buyer who takes large lots now is a 
rarity, while the holder begins to wonder whether he is ever 
going to sell his stock or not. Here and there a transaction of 
considerable size is recorded, but the proportion of sales of this 
character is so small that they constitute comparatively little of 


. the total movement. Nothing has been heard regarding any 


important movement in futures. The weather reports have 
been unfavorable and the temperature and long-continued rains 
in many growing sections have worked against the development 
of the growing crops. Until there is a change in this respect 
very little activity or very little interest can be aroused. Itisa 
case of holders asking too much and buyers refusing to place 
orders on the ground that there will be little or nothing done at 
present. 

Tomatoes.—It is said that the continued, though relatively 
light, demand from day to day has resulted in a fairly close 
cleanup of standard Maryland 3s, especially the desirable stock, 
which can be bought at 65c. The good stock which can be 
bought for less is entirely gone, it is said, and where goods are 
offered for less than 65¢. it is wise to examine them with con- 
siderable care. Advices from Maryland and Delaware are to 
the effect that the market there has a stronger undertone. A 
number of packers of No. 3 tomatoes decline to book further 
orders at less than 67%c. regular terms f. o. b. factory, and 
some are asking as high as 7oc., as they believe the price will 
go to that figure shortly. Leading canners say that 7oc is the

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lowest figure at which any packer can sell full standard 3s for 
future delivery and make any profit. They declare very em- 
phatically that anything under that price will be more or less 
unsatisfactory. Local dealers are not much interested and are 
buying spot goods only as they must have them. For the most 
part they are deferring all purchases of futures for the present- 

Corn.—Spot corn, Maryland Maine style packing, is gradu- 
ally going into consumption and is now in very small compass. 
So far as this locality is concerned demand from buyers does not 
seem to be urgent. State standard stock can be purchased at 
65c., but offerings at that figure are not heavy and when it is 
considered that the quality may not be entirely satisfactory, 
buyers are a little careful how they take hold. Most packers 
are asking 67%4c. to 7oc. for their best goods and are steadily 
hoiding out for that figure. It is probable that here and there 
some lots of fairly good quality might be picked up for less, as 
the market is not yet firmly established at the outside range. 
Maine corn is firm and holders are not urging sales. Western 
stock is not much noticed in this market. 

Peas.—New pack Southern stock is selling slowly, but 
there is every indication that demand will increase as soon as it 
is thoroughly known that the pack is light and will probably be 
light elsewhere. The interest in the market is not especially 
active and holders are not pushing sales, believing that the de- 
mand will increase as the actual position of the present crop be- 
comes known. Spot stock is a shade firmer under the persist- 
ent reports of reduced pack. ; 

Fruits.—The California Fruit Canners’ Association has 
issued prices on the 1909 pack of fruits, which are generally 
lower than the figures for the same grades last year. They do 
not seem to attract buyers very much, and probably sales will 
not be active until other canners have named their figures. 

Apples.—State gallons are firm owing to decreasing stocks 
in first hands, but no important demand is noted and no im- 
provement in prices has resulted. 


Strawberries.—New pack goods are not selling as well as 


was expected, but holders dislike to make concessions since 
opening prices were exceptionally low and any further reduction 


will result in all loss of profit. - 


Sardines.—The market is still in a very unsettled condition. 
The old stock has been closely cleaned up, but the prices of new 
goods is extremely irregular. There are rumors of sales of new 
pack quarter-oils as low as $2.15 f. 0. b. Eastport. So far no 
circular prices at less than $2.35 regular terms f. 0. b. Eastport 
have been named. This is said to be lower than the leading 
interests wish to sell, but it is definitely known that some busi- 
ness has been done at that figure. Nominally $2.50 f. o. b. 
Eastport is the quotation. The demoralization of the business 
is so serious that already there is talk of getting the packers 
and commission men together in some sort of combination 
agreement that will admit of prices being made and maiatained 
which will yield a little profit. Under present circumstances no 
one makes anything. 

Salmon.—Alaska packing is selling fairly well in a jobbing 
way, but interest is limited and buyers are not taking hold as 
freely as might be wished. As nothing is to be bought from 


the Coast, the market is firm. Pinks are firmer and in more | 


demand. Renewed orders are received from the South and 
West and some demand is noted from other parts of the country. 
Most holders refuse to shade 75c. New York, but it is possible 
to buy at 72%4c. in some quarters. Other sellers will not ac- 
cept less than 80c. Sockeye and Columbia River are both firm, 
particularly the halves. It is scarce on the spot and is wanted 
in a jobbing way only. Hupson.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, June 16, 1909. 

An Awful Shock!!!-—The announcement of prices of 
California canned fruits by the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation ‘‘nearly killed ma.’’ At least it certainly put the other 
canners over the bumps and into the dumps. 

The heavy reduction in prices as compared with those of 
last year was ‘‘shocking, positively shocking,’’ to those who 
had sold a whole lot of futures and had guaranteed prices 
against Association prices. 

The announcement was made yesterday and during the day 
you would scarcely have known that there was a representative 
of any California cannery in the city of Chicago. 


Late in the afternoon, however, some of them began to 
telephone buyers, asking if the seismic shock had passed over, 
and to ask them not to place any orders until they could get 
some telegraphic instructions from their packers on the Coast. 
The reduction was entirely unanticipated. In fact, the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association has for many years obligingly 
held the umbrella for all the other packers trying to get a fair 
price for their goods, while the other packers would shade 
prices and sell out, leaving the ‘‘Association’’ to do the best 
it could. 

This year, however, ‘‘The Association’? seems to have 
donned its rain coat and rubber hat, lowered its umbrella and 
sauntered out into the weather, leaving the other fellows without

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shelter, and they are not used to any such unseemly de- 
portment. 


One interest is yelping about the Association being com- 
pelled to reduce prices in order to sell a large product carried 
over from last year. Another interest is wailing about hand 
peeling all their goods and insinuatingly warning all buyers 
against lye-peeled goods. 


Another interest is whispering that ‘‘The Association’’ is 
so deeply involved that something had to be done to regain 
its trade and prestige. Other interests like The Central Cali- 
fornia Canneries, Golden State Canning Co. and several others 
are said to be living up to the pacemaker and swinging into the 
running without sniffing. 


In truth, the reductions from the inflated prices of 1907 
and 1908 are heavy, yet they are still not on the average any 
lower than those of a number of years ago. The reduction 
from last year (1908) opening prices are about 12%4% on the 
average. 

Here are some of the comparisons:

The low prices will give Eastern fruit packers 
some trouble, but Eastern canned fruits and Pacific Coast vari- 
eties have long since assumed their separate stations in public 
esteem and no longer conflict greatly from a competitive 
standpoint. 

Bad Growing Weather. — We have had so much and 
such constant rain out in this Western country for a month or 
more that the people are apprehensive of becoming webfooted, 


like ducks. Pea packers complain that their seed has rotted in 
the ground, and corn packers are complaining that the first 
plantings of sweet corn must be plowed up and replanted. 
Considerable strength has been added to the market by these 
reports, backed by actual weather conditions, and retail buyers 
are beginning to take on good cheap lots of canned corn and 
peas freely, both for spot and future delivery. 

1909 Canned Salmon.—I today sampled the new pack of 
canned salmon from the Columbia River. It was the pack of 
J. G. Megler & Co. and as fine chinook salmon as I have ever 
seen, fat, rich and fine flavored, showing great care in its mani- 
pulation, but nochinook salmon is, in my estimation, equal 
either in appearance or richness of flavor, firmness of fibre or 
beautiful color to a fine Puget Sound sockeye salmon. 

I understand that extensive preparations are being made to 
handle a heavy pack of salmon, both in Alaska and on Puget 
Sound, but the run so far has been unimportant and trivial. It 
will probably not begin before the middle of July. 

Guessing at The Price.—I heard a few, well-posted 
salmon brokers guessing at the probable opening price of red 
Alaska salmon and sockeye salmon today. They guessed for 


No. 1 tall Alaska $1.10 to $1.15 f. 0. b. Pacific Coast; for sock- 


eye salmon they guessed $1.30 to $1.40 f. 0 b. Pacific Coast for 
No. 1 tall cans per dozen. These predictions were based, of 
course, upon this being the fourth year of the cycle and of the 
big run of salmon. 

Canned Tomatoes.—This article is quiet aud of less inter- 
est than it was several weeks ago. Prices are firm and unchanged. 
The distributive movement is fair only. 


Canned Corn.—Considerable attention is being given to 
this article, and I have heard of some good big sales of spot corn 
lately, but not many sales of futures. 

Canned Apples.—The packers ot New York State have 
named a price (some of them) on No. 10 1909 pack delivered at 
Chicago at $2.25 perdozen. Michigan packers have quoted a 
price about ten cents lower. WRANGLER.

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California Market.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., June 12, 1909. 

Supplies of Alaska red salmon in the San Francisco market 
are very limited and the jobbers having any at all on hand con- 
sider themselves fortunate. Some firms are entirely out of sup- 
plies of this fish and others have only enough for the customary 
needs of their particular trade. The last large lots of this fish 
sold here brought $1.25, but none are changing hands now at 
this figure. A few small lots are being held for $1.35 and the 
owners expect to realize this figure before the new pack is 
ready for the market. An increased demand for pinks is to be 
noted and sales are being made to parts of the country where 
this fish heretofore has been practically unknown, indicating 
that retailers are having difficulty in securing supplies of the 
red fish and are now taking whatever they can get hold of. 

Louis Getz, of Getz Bros., states that Cohoes and medium 
reds are closely cleaned up and that pinks are the only canned 
salmon to be had here in any quantities. The demand for 
pinks, he states, is largely a domestic one, the exports demand 
having failed to materialize so far. 

Word has been received here of the safe arrival of the sal- 
mon fleet at Bristol Bay and it is thought that the enforced de- 
lay on account of the ice pack will not make much difference in 
the size of the season’s output. Much depends, however, on 
the condition of the fishing grounds from now on. But little 
news from the Bristol Bay or Naknek River district is expected 
before the first of July: When the last information had been 
received by the Alaska Packers’ Association none of the can- 


neries had commenced operations on Alaska reds. It is ex- 
pected that by this time the canneries in Southeastern Alaska 
are now busy on pink salmon, but no definite news has been re- 
ceived. The revenue cutters that have gone North 
this season have been equipped with wireless apparatus and it 
is possible that important news will be transmitted to the outer 
world through this medium. 

The latest information received by the local jobbers from 
the Northwest indicates that the pack on the Columbia River to 
date is larger by considerable than is usually the case. The 
pack of chinooks to date has been rather disappointing, but 
blueback salmon are running freely and the aggregate pack is 
almost double that of last season to date; this, too, in light of 
the fact that the season did not open this year until May first, 
instead of on April 15, as formerly. The light run of chinooks 
and the heavy advance orders have caused canners to withdraw 
from the market until it can be ascertained whether it will be 
possible to fill orders now taken or not. Canners on the Puget 
Sound are still making preparations for the great run that is 
expected this season and more canneries will be operated there 
than ever before in one season. The canmaking plants are now 
busy preparing cans and as large a pack as possible will be put 
up. The canners on the Fraser River, in British Columbia, 
however, are making preparations for an averege pack only, 
and this is estimated at about 750,000 cases. There have been 
troubles there over the prices to be paid for fish and it is ex- 
pected that fishermen will be scarce. 

While the list prices on California canned fruits are the 
same as named several weeks ago, it is known that cutting of 
rates is being practiced by almost all the canners in the business 
and it is very difficult to get a line on actual prices. Special 
inducements are being made to move the pack of the lower 
grades of peaches, and the largest stocks now on hand are of this 
variety of fruit. A heavy pack of these was put up last year,

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and as the Eastern pack is largely along this line, the outlook 


is none too promising. Stocks of the better grades, however, 
are light and some varieties are commanding full-list prices, 
notably lemon clings, for which there seems to be an exceptional 
call. All varieties of apricots are being strongly held-and, in 
addition to the low stocks now on hand, there are the prospects 
of a much smaller pack than last year The packing of apri- 
cots in the San Joaquin Valley will commence within the course 
of two weeks and it will be possible to make shipments of the 
new pack early in July, if necessary. ‘The packing of this fruit 
in the Coast counties does not commence until the middle of 
July. The crop will be a fair one, considering all varieties, but 
is heaviest in the varieties used almost exclusively for drying 
purposes. 

The packing of cherries is now in full swing, but the de- 
mand is very light so far. The prices being paid the growers 
this season are the lowest ever known. Choice Royal Annes 


are being bought for from 3c. to 4c. a pound, while the black — 


varieties are bringing only 2c. The cool spring has been very 
advantageous for the growing of this fruit, and a crop of supe- 
rior quality is being harvested. While the pear crop will not 
be larger this season, and probably will be considerably smaller, 
the fruit will be of a better quality. The fruit will be larger 
and better on account of the fact that a number of new orchards 
will come into bearing, as well as the fact that but little blight 
is noticeable this season. 

The packing of asparagus contines and will extend through 
the present month. The early pack was characterized by an 
honest endeavor on the part of the canners to put out the best 
article possible, but of late several packers have been putting up 
goods of a decidedly inferior quality. The demand continues 
good, but only for well-established brands. The packing of 
peas is about ended and the size ot the output has been a great 
disappointment to canners. Owing to the unfavorable weather 


conditions, the pack has been reduced to about 70% of the early 
estimates Some of the packers have had their entire packs 
already spoken for and are out of the market. 

Now that the fruit-canning season in California is about to 
open in earnest, special efforts are being made to induce local 
canners to pay more attention to the adopted standards. Copies 
of the minimum standards are being distributed and packers are 
being induced to make their pack of higher grade even. Can- 
ners are contracting for better cans than formerly used, notwith- 
standing the fact that low prices are expected to rule again this 
season, and every effort possible is being made by the repre- 
sentative packers of California canned fruits to put up a pack 
that will meet with the full approval of the trade. 

The Chamber of Commerce of San Francisco is in receipt 
of copies of circular proposals calling for foodstuffs for the 
Canal Zone. The proposals include several thousand cases of 
canned yoods, and local jobbers are preparing to make tenders. 
Bids will be received at New York, Chicago, New Orleans and 
San Francisco until June 17 and deliveries are to be made at 
either Colon, or La Boca, giving California shippers an oppor- 
tunity to compete. 

H. E. Black, of Geyserville, Cal., has leased the Walden 
cannery at that place and is now having it placed in first-class 
condition for the season’s run. While the pack to be put up 
will be small, it will be of extra high grade and will consist of 
peaches, pears, cherries, plums and tomatoes.

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Death of George E. Lockwood, Sr. 


Mr. George E. Lockwood, Sr., aged 63 years, died in Philadelphia 
June 5, 1909, of paralysis of the heart. 


His death was very unexpected and no one would have supposed that 
he should be so prematurely carried off, when he seemed in the prime of 
life. Mr. Lockwood was one of the pioneers in automatic Capping Ma- 
chines; he having introduced the first automatic tray machine used in can- 
ning factories. This machine Mr. Lockwood got up in Philadelphia and 
he had associated with him Mr. George H. Colbert, the firm name being 
Geo. H. Colbert & Company. They were situated on Spring Garden 
street, in the building of the North American Smelting Co. 


It is not necessary to go into a lengthy description of what this ma- 
chine meant to the canning industry, as it is still extensively used. Out of 
this machine grew the Universal Climax Capper, which was adjustable to 
all sizes of cans. Mr. Lockwood was a man of enterprise and foresaw how 
great the canning industry would be, and concentrated his attention to the 
development of automatic machinery. He installed in a number of Bal- 
timore canneries the first automatic line of syruper, exhaust box, wiper 
and capper and was, we believe, the first to show such a line on the floor 
of any canning machinery exhibit. 

Some years later he sold out his business to the Remington Machine 
Co., and they in turn sold out tothe Sprague Canning Machinery Co., and 
practically since that time he has been a manufacturer’s agent of canning 
machinery and supplies, andin latter years has represented the Sprague 
Canning Machinery Co. throughout New Jersey, Maryland, Delaware and 
Pennsylvania under the firm name of Geo. E. Lockwood Co., having asso- 
ciated with him his son, George E., Jr. 

Mr, Lockwood has a host of friends throughout the United States and 
Canada and was a man who commanded the admiration and respect of all 
who came in contact with him, and his absence will be felt by all. The 
funeral took place froin his residence, No. 2326 Ncrth Eighteenth street, 
Philadelphia, on Tuesday, June 8, at 2 P.M. We offer our sincere con- 
dolence and sympathy to his family. 

The business will be conducted by his son. 


Specialty Men Organize. 


Auxiliary of National Association Is Formed for Indiana. 


An auxiliary of the American Specialty Manufacturers’ Association, 
which will be known as the Indiana Association of Manufacturers’ Repre- 
sentatives, has been organized in Indianapolis. The following officers 
have been elected: E. L: Sanford, president, and H. E. Wagoner, vice- 
president. The Secretary and members of the executive committee will be 
appointed next week. 

The organization was formed at a meeting held at the Claypool by J. T. 
Austin, Secretary of the parent association. In explaining the objects, Mr. 
Austin said; 

“The American Specialty Manufacturers’ Association is composed of 
many of the leading specialty manufacturers of the country who distribute 
their goods through wholesale and retail grocers. The object and pur- 
poses of the Association are to eliminate trade abuses and to promote 
co-operation between manufacturers and the wholesale and retail grocery 
trade. One of the first objects ot the Association is to protect the retail 
grocer against misrepresentation on the part of specialty salesmen and to 
educate the retailer to have more respect for orders given to specialty 
salesmen to be delivered t hrough their wholesaler.”’

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Canned Goods Exchange. 


Regular Monthly Meeting Held and Matters of Importance 
Brought Up and Acted Upon—Some 
New Committees Formed. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange was held 
on June 8 at the office of the Exchange, corner Baltimore and St. Paul 
streets, with President John S. Gibbs, Jr., in the chair. The membership 
was well represented at the meeting and after hearing reports of standing 
committees, the special committee on contributions for Publicity Cam- 
paign reported that $2,400 have been subscribed by members of the Canned 
Goods Exchange. 


The by-laws of the Exchange were amended by the creation of a new 
standing committee consisting of three members, whose duty it shall be to 
consult from time to time with firms engaged in the canned goods broker- 
age business, and to assist in every possible way to bring about the most 
advantageous and harmonious working between brokers and packers, The 
Chair appointed Messrs. F. A. Torsch, Wm. Grecht and Louis Lord on 
this new standing committee for the balance of the fiscal year, 


A letter to a member of the Exchange was read, calling the attention 
of the Exchange to a suggestion of a prominent wholesale merchant as 
follows: To place a printed circular on the inside of each case reading: 


‘If there are any swelled, rusty, leaking or otherwise unmerchantable 
tins in this case when you open, report immediately to the parties from 
whom you purchased them, separating all such tins from the balance and 
holding them subject to instructions. A prompt report of such tins is the 
only method by which you can avoid loss to yourselves and others.’’ 


A motion was carried favoring the suggestion as offered and that the 
Secretary notify the membership. 


A motion was carried that a special committee be appointed to investi- 
gate the feasibility of creating a collection agency by the Exchange, 
which, in addition to collecting from delinquent debtors, is to keep the 
membership advised of any unfair transactions resorted to by buyers. 
The Chair appointed Messrs. H. S. Orem, Wm. Grecht and John R. 
Baines on this committee. 


‘Serve Notice On Canners. 


So reads a heading in the Evansville (Ind.) ‘‘News’’ under 
recent date, and goes on to say State Food Inspector H. E. 
Barnard has served notice on factories where unsanitary meth- 
ods were found to exist. Mr. Barnard says that while few can- 
neries were found to be unsanitary to any great degree, still some 
were not as well conducted as they should be, aud he has 
warned them to change some of their methods to comply with 
the Law. 

The following is the order which was mailed to the canners 
in Indiana where unsanitary conditions existed: 

‘State Food and Drug Inspector ———— who visited your place of 
business on the — day ot reports to this office that the following 
unsanitary conditions exist in violation of Section , Chapter 163, 
Acts 1909, to wit: 

“Acting under the authority given me by Section 9 of the above- 
mentioned act, you are hereby commanded and ordered to abate the un- 
sanitary conditions, or make such improvements as may be necessary to 
abate them before the day of If you so desire you may 
appear before me within the next five days to show cause why you should 
not obey this order.”’ 

Attached to this is the section of the Act conveying con- 
demnatory powers on the Food and Drug Commissioner.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


If you are numbered among those who think that no word 

should ever be uttered regarding canned goods, save that they 

“are absolutely and entirely above reproach—then better not 
read this. 


Canned goods, or we should more properly say, the method 
of food preserving known as ‘‘canning,’’ is absolutely above the 
possibility of reproach, for it is the best system of food preser- 
vation known to mankind. It permits the keeping of all kinds 
of foods in their original, succulent state, without the use of 
foreign preservative agents of any kind. In this it is a true 
God-send to humanity. 


But of the practices that are indulged in under the fair 
name of this beneficent industry there is much to say ; and the 
time for silence, we think, is passed. We have before pointed 
out in crude, to-the-point-language something that must or 
must not be done ; and we have been criticised on some sides for 
our plain talk, by those who think it hurts the business in the 
eyes of the public, and we have refrained lately on that account, 
in the hope that those whom the cap fitted would not hesitate 
to wear it. 


The opening of the season some months ago with articles 
we will not mention, but the packing of which is the first in 
spring, to be later followed by the fruits and early vegetables, 
and then again when these latter articles extended the number 
of canneries at work, we have seen that our words and warnings 
have fallen on barren soil. One is tempted to say that the most 
difficult set of men to make realize that we are talking to THEM, 
not to their fellow canners or neighbors, is found in the ranks 
of this industry. 


_ Of course in talking through a paper, asclosely read as THE 
TRADE is by all the canned goods packers, we are bound to 
speak to some to whom the words do not apply. But these are 
so decidedly in the minority, so very few in number, mark you 
reader, that they cannot be considered, and besides these will 
read and heed the advice more closely than the great bulk who 
should do so. They will be glad to see it as a further aid in a 
work already well under way—the others pass it over as not 
applying tothem. These latter may be brought to their senses 
in a very abrupt manner in the very near future. 


‘‘What is the matter with the canned goods business ?’’ 
Carelessness! spreading like a pall over the whole operation, 
in all sections and in all lines, with the very few rare exceptions 
noted above. We are not going into a discussion of the care- 
lessness in the factory, resulting in an insanitary condition there 
that would seem to give the Pure Food Law good reason to con- 
demn and destroy the whole product of the factory, as it has 
done in a number of other lines, and may do here. For we 
trust all canners realize now that this feature must be given 
careful attention or very severe, possibly extreme, measures will 
be taken. That consideration has been reduced to a final few 
words—clean up or clean out. 


Take the carelessness shown in the fill of the cans. We 
thought after all that has been said against slack filling, it 
would be carefully avoided this season. Not so, for the prac- 
tice is in vogue just as much this season as ever! A can of 
strawberries that is absolutely a violation of the Pure Food Law, 
we should think, when, as a fact, it isa can 3 full of water 
and ¥% berries. If the law cannot reach this it seems strange to 
us, and we believe it will. We hope so at least. 

We have all seen the can of water and juice with a lone to- 
mato, or a few disjointed members of tomatoes—called toma- 
toes. We have seen a can labeled Gooseberries with not enough 
berries to make a small tart, much less a pie, and we cannot see 
how the claim can be sustained. 


Carelessness! We were called on to look at a large block 
of corn that could not be moved. If it was sent out, it came 
back. It was under a good, well-known label; it was not 
swelled or damaged—but people would not have it. When 
some cans were cut for us—it was Maine style corn—packed in 
State famous for its excellent packing—the corn was found 
water-logged—the cans filled with what looked like corn soup. 

A mistake, of course—due to carelessness; for it was a big 
pile of corn and all seemed to be alike. 


Carelessness! Look at the number of blocks of goods that 
have been seized by the Government under the Food Law, be- 
cause of carelessness in calling them 2 pounds, instead of num- 
ber 2, 3 pounds, etc. More of them could possibly be seized 
for misbranding on the boxes, where fictitious names formerly 
used still uppear, though the labels on the cans are properly 
changed. 


But are these acts to be dismissed with .a shrug of the 
shoulder, and the remark that any one is liable to make a mis- 
take? Does the trouble end with the loss or inconvenience to 
the public? 

By no means. Every slack-filled can of goods going to 
the public makes an enemy to all canned goods—it disgusts the 
consumer with all canned goods. Every seizure made by the 
Government hurts the consumption of canned goods because 
the prejudiced will not believe the whole trouble is with the 
label; every case of that corn that went to a consumer meant a 
buyer lost to the corn line; and so it goes on. The direct re- 


sults from this carelessness are trivial as compared with the 
indirect, the effect upon consumption. 


That is what is the 
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matter with canned goods more than all else, and there is no 
use trying to dodge it. 


It resolves itself into the old saw: What is everybody’s 
business is nobody’s business; but if you do not make it your 
business to see that your factory is in such sanitary condition, 
in every respect, that no fault cau be found with it—you may 
have your goods seized and so add to the injury. If you do 
not absolutely prohibit the slack-filling of cans, or the substitu- 
tion of juice or water for goods, under the old excuse that the 
juice is the essence of the fruit or vegetable, you may evade 
prosecution under the Law, but you won’t miss condemnation 
at the hands of the consumers. If you do not make careless- 
ness of all kinds impossible in your goods you need not expect 
canned goods to regain their position, to say nothing of increas- 
ing in the public’s estimation, as they rightfully should do. 
Briefly, if you do not take an interest in your business to 
make it better in every way possible, the consumers will not 
take interest in it, but will still further neglect it. It is the 
only way to get better prices, better demand, bstter profits—by 
each man attending well to his own business.

COOLING THE FINISHED PRODUCT. 


Peas should be well cooled as soon as the process is com- 
pleted. Sterilization is accomplished by a certain degree of 
heat applied for a given time. Raising or prolonging the tem- 
perature beyond that necessary for sterilization does no more in 
preventing spoilage, but does break down the peas to a greater 
or less degree and injures their appearance in the can. The 
peas, therefore, should be cooled at once to a fairly low tem- 
perature in order to get the best results. A comparison of the 
contents of half a dozen well-cooled cans with a like number 
not cooled will demonstrate conclusively the inferiority of the 
latter. 

There are some packers who turn water into the retort as 
soon as the steam is turned off, and thus get the best results, 
but at a large cost. If the peas be lifted out of the retort and 
placed at once in the cooling tank or under a sprinkler, the cost 
of cooling will be much lower and the results nearly as good. 
It is desirable that the peas should be cooled to 100° or lower if 
practicable. If the cans are only slightly cooled and are built 
up in large, solid stacks, those in the centre will hold their heat 
for weeks. If the cans are not well cooled they should be 
placed in ricks, with spaces between to facilitate cooling. One 


found more quickly. The condensing of the steam causes a 
vacuum pressure of from 6 to 12 pounds. When there are tip, 
seam or cap leaks, the tendency will be to cause prompt suction 
of air and infection of the goods. The swells will occur in a 
few days and can be removed promptly. 


EXAMINATION OF COMMERCIAL CANNED PEAS. 


Peas were purchased from 15 groceries, representing 135 
brands, 125 of which were of domestic production and 10 were 
imported. With the exception of 5 brands, the domestic peas 
were put upin No. 2 cans. The average weight of a can of 
peas was found to be 705 grams (25 2 ounces); the can, 103 
grams (3.66 ounces); the peas, after the liquor was allowed to 
drain through a sieve for one minute, 394 grams (14 ounces), 
and the liquor, 208 grams (7.5 ounces). The variation in the 
total weight was between 650 and 735 grams; the can between 
95 and 110 grams; the peas between 301 and 605 grams, and 
the liquor between o and 500 grams. 


In the experimental work it was determined that a well- 
filled can should have 400 grams of peas and 200 grams of 
liquor, and the average for the commercial brands is essen- 
tially the same. When a can contains less than 385 grams, it is 
usually a slack fill, unless it contains marrowfat or telephone 
peas; if it contains more than 415 grams, the peas will be over- 
crowded or the liquor poor, If these figures are accepted as a 
fair standard, 30% of the cans were short weight on fill of peas 
and 20% contained an overweight of reas. 


The peas were graded for size by shaking them through 
sieves containing standard-sized holes; 74% were found to be 
true to the label; 17.3% were found to be larger than repre- 
sented, and 8.7% were smaller than was claimed. 

The peas were also tested for quality by suspending a 
sample in a salt solution having a specific gravity of 1.075.

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standard, and it was found that first-class tender peas would 
float in such a solution, while the poorer, hard peas would 
sink. Assuming such a test to be fair for quality, it was found 
that 53% were true to the label; 41.7% below the grade 
claimed, and 5.3% above the grade claimed. 


These figures are not at all surprising. The high-grade 
and higher-priced goods are usually what they purport to be, or 
better, and the poor goods are offered as being of a high qual- 
ity. Peas which are manifestly too poor to be sold as coming 
from a factory without impairing its reputation are sold under 
other guises, but with labels claiming high quality. ‘‘Tele- 
phone’ and ‘‘marrowfat’’ peas are generally sold as ‘‘early 
June’ peas. From 8 to 16% of the pack consist of these large 
peas, but they are seldom found on the grocer’s shelves. In the 
high-class peas the ‘‘sifted’’ peas are sold as ‘‘early June’’ and 
the ‘‘extra sifted’’ as ‘‘sifted’’ peas. The lack of uniform 
grading and the use of individual names account in some meas- 
ure for the present condition in the trade. The fact that on 
method of grading peas for quality at the factory has come 
into general use also explains in a measure the lack of a stand- 
ard for the canned article. This condition will probably change 
within the next few years. The nutritive properties of the 
peas, whether of one size or another, or one degree of tender- 
ness or another of hardness, is not brought into question; but 
trade and custom have established that young tender peas of a 
certain size should be so designated, and that the inferior, hard, 
overripe article should not be confused with them. 

A comparison of the peas packed in 1908—though a poor 
year—with peas of the same brand of previous years shows a 
marked improvement in the latest pack. A comparison of the 
domestic pack with the foreign brands of the same grade and 
price is decidedly in favor of the home-grown in evenness of 
size, tenderness and flavor. The foreign pea is of a brighter 


green color, due to using a copper salt. The foreign peas are 
also misbranded in some cases as to size and quality. 


SPOILAGE. 


The spoilage in canned peas may be classified under three 
heads: (1) That due to leaks in the can; (2) to insufficient 
processing, and (3) to spoilage prior to the canning. 

The spoilage due to leaks is largely a matter of careless- 
ness in inspection. The manufacturers of cans allow two cans 
per thousand for defects in material or imperfect union on the 
side, top or bottom seams. This appears to be an ample allow- 
ance, as some of the largest factories find less than one ‘‘spoil’’ 
per thousand due to such causes. Tip leaks and cap leaks are 
much more common than end or side leaks, these being due to 
incompetent workers and lax inspection. Cap and tip leaks 
become most numerous when long runs are made and the work- 
men become tired. When night runs are made, the greater num- 
ber of leaks are found to occur in cans handled in the early 
morning. 


Leaks may be found later in goods kept in a damp ware- 
house. The tin may be more or less broken where the bend is 
made on the ends, and an excess of moisture may cause it to 
rust along the edges. The rusting may be very slow, but it 
will gradually affect a considerable percentage of cans. Spoil- 
age due to leaks usually occurs early—much of it within twenty- 
four hours—and, as a rule, there are several forms of bacteria 
present, among which there are nearly always some that will 
cause swelling. A leak may not be apparent without a careful 
inspection; the hole may be so small as to be plugged by a piece 
of tissue, or the swelling of the can may produce such a strain 
as to prevent the escape of gas or contents. By cutting the can 
and tearing the seams, the points at which the solder failed to 
catch may be detected. 

Goods spoiled owing to insufficient processing are generally 
classed as ‘‘swells’’ and ‘‘sours.’’ Formerly spoilage of this 
character was a serious matter, but the discovery of the cause

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and the means of prevention has decreased the loss from this 
source. At first No. 2 cans were boiled in open kettles from 
one to three hours, and the losses were not considered large, 
although the percentage would probably be considered high at 
this time. Later the processing was done in a retort at a 
higher temperature than that of boiling water, in order to 
reduce the time. The practice at many of the factories was to 
give a temperature of 230° F. for from ten to fifteen minutes. 
Swells and sour peas resulted, and the cause was not under- 
stood. In 1895 Russell* investigated the cause of swells in 
peas and, finding them to be due to bacterial infection as a 
result of insufficient processing, he recommended that the pro- 
cess be changed from ten and eleven minutes at 230° F. to 
fifteen minutes at 242° F. The losses from swells at this higher 
temperature was recommended to the Wisconsin packers. 

In 1896 Prescott and Underwood” began the study of 
swelled and sour corn and later turned their attention to sour 
peas. In February, 1901, they presented a paper before the 
American Canners’ Association on the cause of sour peas, and 
from their experiments determined that the cause was under- 
processing. As a result of these investigations, they recom- 
mended a process at 240° F. for thirty-five minutes or 236° F. 
for forty minutes. The experiments reported at that time 
became the basis of the process for a very large part of the pea 
canning. 

Harding and Nicholson, of the New York Experiment 
Station, studied the swelling of peas, and gave a detailed de- 
scription of the organism to which it was ascribed. They found

that a process at 240° F. for thirty minutes was effective in pre- 
venting swells, and made such a recommendation for the pre- 
vention of losses. Other writers have advocated a longer pro- 
cess at this temperature or a higher temperature in order to pre- 
vent spoilage, and many factories have adopted a heavier pro- 
cess—some to the extent of greatly overcooking their goods. 


The writer processed a series of experimental goods for the 
purpose of studying the various forms of spoilage, but with 
negative results. Allcans processed for fifteen minutes or more 
at 240° F. were sterile, and those processed at a lower temper- 
ature and fora shorter time usually had a mixed infection. 
The resulting spoilage was so much less than that given by 
other writers and generally found in practice that it would seem 
unwise to make recommendations based upon one year’s work. 


The spoilage occurring before the peas enter the can is due to allow- 
ing them to stand in piles, on the wagons or after thrashing, until they 
heat and start fermentation. If the peas are kept moving from the vine to 
the can, the spoilage from this source is very small. If hulled and thor- 
oughly washed in cold water at short periods, they may be kept for some 
time without appreciable spoilage. Peas held on the vines longer than 
they should be, through accidents or overcrowding, will not deteriorate to 
such an extent as to become unfit for use if the vines are kept loose and the 
peas are well washed as soon as hulled. The pods may become wet and 
even sticky before the peas sour. Thorough washing and extra blanching 
are necessary, and if properly conducted no change in acidity or in other 
characteristics will be apparent, save a slightly cloudier liquor. Such peas 
lose some of their natural sweetness, because the sugar undergoes a 
change while standing; they are not, therefore, first grade, but neither are 
they spoiled or unfit for use if rightly handled. 


The need for prompt handling of the peas after they have been cut is 
shown in the chauge in the pea, as well as in the infection which causes 
spoilage. The experiments made to determine these points were con- 
ducted when the weather was fairly cool and favorable to the canning of 
peas, and do not represent either extreme. A quantity of vines equivalent 
to one-fourth of a wagon load was piled and allowed to stand for 36 hours, 
samples being taken at intervals and canned without the addition of salt or 
sugar, A quantity of shelled peas was also allowed to stand, samp!ed at

The peas taken from the vines at different times showed no constant 
change in the sugar content. The vines soured slightly, but the appear- 
ance of the peas remained unchanged. An increase in the cloudiness of 
the liquor was observed as the time after cutting was prolonged. 


The shelled peas show a gradual and continuous decrease in the sugar 
content as the time increased. Those standing for eighteen hours were 
slightly soured, while those standing for twenty-four hours were decidedly 
sour, These experiments, though planned with special reference to 
studies in spoilage, show the necessity for prompt handling to insure the 
highest grade product One of the effects of standing is to cause the peas 
of the first grade to change so as to deteriorate to second or even third 
grade. This is demonstrated both by the specific-gravity test and by the 
swelling after blanching and processing. 


The experiment to determine the i: fluence of delay between the time 
of cutting the peas and canning them showed so much less effect than is 
generally assumed in factory practice that the work should he repeated 
under less favorable conditions before drawing general conclusions. 


BY-PRODUCTS. 


The pea vines are a waste of or by-product at many factories. Some 
pay to have them taken away, some pile them up to rot for fertilizers, some 
dump them upon the land, others make them into silage and still others 
convert them into hay. In general, the value of the pea vine for food is 
only slightly appreciated. The silage can be made either in the silo or by 
piling in a large stack and rolling well. The latter method is economical, 
as the expense of a special building is obviated and, if well done, the 
losses upon the sides and top are not great. Analyses made by W. J. 


Jones, Jr., Indiana State chemist, on stacked pea-vine and sweet-ccrn 


silage gave the following results:

These samples were taken in May fi from stack silage which had been 
put up the previous year. A comparison of the analysis of the pea-vine 
silage with that of the sweet corn shows the former to be much the richer 
in protein. A comparison with regular corn silage is also favorable to the 
pea silage. If $2.50 aton is expected as the value of regular corn silage, 
the pea-vine product should be worth more. A sample of good pea-vine 
hay was also analyzed and gave a value between that of clover and 
timothy. Stock relish both the silage and the hay.
